ernor Fisher that the State’s finances 
a r e in a “highly satisfactory condi­ 
tion,” and indicate a balance of 
proximately $53,000,000 for the next 
Governor. 
During the three years of the pres­ 
ent administration the State has em­ 
barked on the greatest construction 
programme ever undertaken. 
In this 
period, the Townsend report showed, 
the State spent approximately $430,- 
000.000 for all governmental purposes. 
When the fiscal vear closed today 
th e n was a balance of approximately 
$06,500,000 in Hie various funds of the 
State Treasury.
